A dairy cow is often judged by 
the Scale of points of the breed to 
whicti she' beloBjgs.'- Another, me^ 
od is to rateiher!; according to her 
general appearance aiid the' exter. ' 
irdications of milking powers ; ap- 
pearances are sometimes deceitful 
Recetnly a farmer near Ormstown, 
Que., -floldfivecowa at $25 eacfi 
saying they , were no good as dairy 
cows. The purchaser .found to his 
great satitaction that one' gave II,- 
poo lbs milk, .and, anotbex^ U,oa lbs. 
Sometliries a 'cow; ia. valued ip^icaiise 
she is easy to keepi or she is a do- 
cile family pet. Coming nearer to 
the practical test, a farmer may 
Judge Ilia best cow to he the one - 
that daily gives a couple of. palh 
full ,.of milk in. June; though, she 
may quickly ilecrcase In flow, the 
remembrance of that bij; yield 
sticks in her owners mind and she 
IS undeservedly ranked too high 
Or she may have earned a wide lo- 
cal reputation Just by one isolated 
test for fat very likely higher than 
normal. On the other hand a cow 
that gives only a moderate yield 
but attends atrictly! _^o business.. for 
a reasonably long .milking period 
will probably prove most valuable 
Again, there may be some geaeral 
idea of production, but; totals that 
are only- estimated aregenerally in 
uxeces of the actual yield. 

The p'oal^lve proof of value is cer 
tainty of the cow's ability to pro- 
duce milk and fat economically) 
the generous minded, unselfish, 
real -dairy cow, Independent of 
slrikes and lockouts, works full 
time, and returns a handsome mar 
gin ol profit aljovc the computed 
cost of 'feed.
